The Educational Resources information Center is a national information system of the Bureau of Re- 
search of the Office of Education dedicated to the progress of education through the dissemination of edu- 
cational reseaich results, research-related materials, and other resource information that can be used in de- 
veloping more eftective educational programs. Through a network of nineteen specialized^ centers or clear- 
inghouses, each, of which is responsible for a particular educational area, the information is monitored, ac“ 
quired, evaluated, abstracted, indexed, and listed in ERIC reference products. These reference publications 
thus provide access to reports of innovative programs and the most significant efforts in educational re- 
search, both current and historical. 

The major reference publication is Research in Education, a monthly bibliography containing in 
each issue approximately 1000 abstracts of documents and current research projects. Copies of most of the 
documents announced in Research in Education may be purchased at nominal cost from the ERTC 
ment Reproduction Service (EDRS), National Cash Register Company, 4936 Fairmont Avenu^ Beth^da, 
Maryland 20014.
